IBS webcasters need to individually 
agree (opt in) to the IBS/RIAA 
agreement on copyright royalty fees 
and terms. It is legally vital for sta- 
tions that are webcasting to file the 
IBS supplied form by October 15. 
IBS webcasters will be operating 
under a "statutory license" granting 
them permission to stream music on 
the Internet.. 


IBS has sent all member-stations their 
customized database update form. 
Members who complete and return 
that form will receive customized 
IBS-RIAA "opt in" paperwork. These 
IBS forms will ensure members are in 
full compliance and pay the lowest 
possible fees. "IBS Membership has 
saved our stream," said an IBS 
Internet streaming Station Manager. 


A flat copyright fee of $300 for calen- 
dar year 2003 must also be paid. The 

fee includes all artist /label copyright 
royalty ($250) and a $50 surcharge in 
lieu of all recordkeeping and report- 

ing back to October 1998. 


SoundExchange is the agency estab- 
lished by RIAA to handle the collec- 
tion of webstreaming royalty fees on 
their behalf.

FCC News 
License Renewals 


Renewal of your station’s FM license is a 
process that many of our current readers 
have never been through. That’s all 
changed this year as the license renewal 
cycle picks up again. 


The process normally begins with the 
FCC sending you a kit of appropriate 
forms to fill-out about 6 or 7 months 
before your station license expires. 


Then, 6 months before your expiration 
date, you must begin airing “Pre-Filing” 
announcements on the 1st and 16th of 
each month. 4 months before expiration 
is the deadline for filing your renewal 
application form(s). Then, you air “Post 
Filing” announcements on the 1st and 
16th of each month for the next 3 
months. Details on the scheduled dates 
for stations in various groups of states 
can be found at the IBS web site at 
www.ibsradio.org 


In your copy of the FCC rules, or via the 
FCC links on the IBS web site, you'll 
want to look up more details in sections, 
73.3527, 73.3539, and 73.3580. Your 
Ownership Report is likely due at the 
same time and should be included in the 
kit that the FCC sends. 


Need a copy of the FCC Rules? 


The GPO Bookstore in New York City 
has the Code of Federal Regulations, 
CFR 47, Parts 70-79 at a price of $58. 
They'll mail it to you with no postage 
cost or ship it via Fedex for an added 
fee. Their phone number is: 212-264- 
3825. This printed edition is updated to 
October 1, 2002. Of course, this info is 
also available online, but the posted edi- 
tion may not have been updated yet. 
You may also find a printed copy in 
your school, college or city library, 
altough they will probably not let you 
take it out. 


Make sure to alert your school/college’s 
president's office, in case the forms get 
sent there instead of to you at the radio 
station.
